The report is quite an interesting 
s^dy to those that "mind the weath- 
er." During ths month of January 
the city had 9 rains with 5 traces of 
rain— that is under half an inch. 
On the 6 h 2.15. 7th 2.15, 8 h .90, 
11th 4 00, 12th 90. 17th .90, 20th 
1.20. 23d. 90. The total precipitation 
for the month, including traces, was 
14.73 inches. The total rainfall for 
the other five months was only 15 71 
irches, against 14.73 inches for Jan- 
uary— 1 inch more for the 5 months. 

In February, on the 3d, lOih, 22d, 
27th, we had precipitations under an 
inch in measurement. On the 26th 
we had 2 inches of rain. Total, 4.32. 

In April we had but 2 52 inches of 
rain. On the 10th the precipitation 
was 1.18 inchec On the 3d the trace 
was .48. 8th .05, 9th .05, llth .18, 
13th .05. 25th .18. 16th .30, 27th .05. 
Total 2 52. 

May and June were almost as dry 
as the proverbial powder hern. We 
had no rain in May. only traces, the 
local showers never measured an 
inch— 68 on the 23d being nearest to 
it. The traces were on the 15th, 
16th, 17th, 20tb, 22d. 23i. 27ih. For 
May 2.18 inches. 

In June there was no ra : n, with 
traces on the 7th, 9th, 20th. 22d. 
All the traces measuring .52 of an 
inch. 

So far in July there has been .35 
of an inch.

AS CHILDREN LEARN 



How Young Birds Are Taught to 
Sing. 



It la Mainly by Imitating Parenta, But 
While Mother Is Chief Inatructor 
•f Children, Father l« Princi- 
pal Tutor of Baby Birds. 

Young birds learn to sing, ae chil- 
dren learn to talk, for the most part 
by Imitating tholr parents, but while 
the mother Is the chief Instructor of 
haby children, the father la the prlnci 
pal tutor of baby birds, Harper's 
Weekly says. The power of mimicry 
Is strongly developed in many birds, 
like our mocking birds, the English 
starlings, and the Indian mlnas, to say 
nothlng of parrots and cockatoos 
Some years ago there was a glossy 
black hlllmina in the London zoo. 
which used to say: "I sy!" and "all 
ralght," with a perfect cockney accent, 
picked up from a worthy keeper, nnd 
parrots can learn Hindustani as easily 
as the parrot In "Vert-vert" learned 
French. 

The mocking bird seems quite con- 
sciously to Imitate other birds. Many 
less conspicuous songsters do tho 
same. The little English redbreast, 
w ho Is the true robin, has been heard 
singing the brilliant song of th 
thrush. The English blackbird, one of 
the finest feathered choristers, has on 
two or three occasions been caught 
imitating the cheery call of chanti- 
cleer. An English skylark has bor 
rowed the homely little song of the 
chaffinch, and converted it into soarin? 
skylark rhythms. Hut quite apart from 
this random borrowing, which, how 
ever, shows the perfectlou of ear, and 
of the faculty of mimicry, there is th- 
regular study and practice by which 
young birds learn their own proper 
songB, an well as their call notes, their 
flight songs and the whole repertory o: 
bird music. Certain birds have been 
heard giving regular singing lessons to 
their nestlings. Ovenbords, the little 
brown, gold-crested ground warbler* 
which fill our woods during May and 
June with their excited call: "Teacher! 
teacher! teacher! teacher!" give their 
little onea systematic singing lessons 
while the youngsters are still in the 
brown.

English naturalleU have noted ver> 
similar lessons given In the month ot 
August by the familiar and attractive 
yellow bunting, so abundant In the 
hedge rows and so popular a person 
age In folklore. The song of the "yel- 
lowhammer" has for generations been 
rendered thus: "A little bit of bread 
and no cheese!" Then the young yel 
lowhammer tries to copy It. haltingly 
at first, and perhaps gets aa far as "A 
little — bit of bread— and no — " and 
then atopa, not remembering, or not 
feeling equal to, the cheese. The par 
ent sings again, and the youngster 
again repeats, still in a weak and un- 
certain way; but as August merges 
Into September, aud the haws swell 
on the boughs, the young one's song 
grows stronger and more assured, till 
at last he graduates with the full met 
ody. 

But not all young birds get such 
regular lessons. Many try the songs 
themselves, after listening to their 
fond fathers, and queer, stumbling at 
tempts they make at first, very much 
like the efforts of children learning to 
talk. Imitation, therefore, counts for 
much. Thus the eggs of the English 
common linnet have been taken from 
the nest, and placed under brooding 
skylarks, wood larks and titlarks; and 
In such case the young linnets have 
learned the song of their foster par- 
enta. Uut imitation Is not everything. 
Quite apart from singing lessons and 
mimicry, song seems to be as natural 
for birds as the true baby talk is for 
children who only begin consciously to 
imitate their parents after many 
months of "goo-goo" ing and 'ba-ba- 
ba"-lng on their own accounts. The 
European cuckoo, for example, is no- 
torious for laying her eggs In other 
birds' nests, generally those of the 
quiet litle hedge sparrow, just aa the 
American cowblrd lays hers In the 
nest of the wood-warblers. Yet young 
cuckoos learn to call, though they 
never know their parents, and there Is 
no record of tholr ever repeating th» 
song of their Involuntary foster pur 
enta. the hedge sparrows.

AVOID THE CROWDS 



Danrcr From Pneumonia in Un- 
settled Weather. 



Crest Menace in S'.rcrt Cars and They 
Should Be Shunntd During the 
Rush Hours, and Especially 
While One Is Fatigued. 

The end of the winter, far from 
brlnslug a termination to the danger 
from pneumonia, in reality marks the 
lining of the season when this dle- 
ra-e becomes an extremely serious 
cauee of Increase of mortality, says 
the Journal of the American Medic il 
association. This is true particularly 
In large cities. In recent years this 
increase has become more and mor»' 
marked and is all the more striking 
because of the decrease in deaths 
from other Infectious diseases. Pneu- 
monia, has been aptly termed the 
"captain of the men of death." dis- 
placing tuberculosis, which for so 
long occupied that "bad eminence." 
The most important problem before 
tbs medical profession at present Is 
the reduction of the death rate from 
pneumonia. Considering the nature 
of the disease and the intense strain 
which it lupopes on the heart, it Is 
probable that th.6 only hopeful out- 
look for any considerable reduction 
in pneumonia mortality Is through the 
prevention of the disease. 

The prospect of a cure fcr It. In the 
popular sense of that term, has grown 
less as we have lennied more about 
the disease. While pneumonia Is 
most frequent in the colder portion 
of the yeaT It Is not dependent entire- 
ly on low temperature. The disease 
occurs at all seasons and in all cli- 
mates, but is rather rare in the cold 
of high altitudes and Is almost never 
known to occur within the Arctic cir- 
cle. In spite of all their suffering 
from cold, Arctic explorers escape 
this danger. 

Hence we must assume that cold 
acts In conjunction with some other 
factor In the production of the dis- 
ease. Pneumonia is favored by lack 
of sunlight and it occurs among those 
who are much exposed to dust or who 
have to breathe the emanations from 
the lungs of other people. Catarrhal 
processes affecting the air passages 
prepare the soil for the implantation 
of the germ of pneumonia. It Is par- 
ticularly a disease of city life and 
crowded living. With our present 
knowledge the prospects are hopeful 
for the control of pneumonia In the 
future through prevention. This Is of 
special Importance to the Individual 
The avoidance of pneumonia 1b large- 
ly a question of personal precautions 
that prevent the development of the 
disease by lessening the predisposi- 
tion to it. 

Men in middle life, particularly 
those above fifty, must learn in un- 
settled weather to avoid crowds, es- 
pecially when fatigued and when they 
have been for a number of hours 
without eating. Late at night, when 
for any reason a meal has been 
missed, crowds are dangerous. If this 
lesson could be generally learned 
there would be less pneumonia among 
the well to do classes. The principal 
danger comes In crowded street cars, 
which if possible should be avoided at 
rush hours. It needs to be empha- 
sized that the danger from overcrowd- 
ing is greatly enhanced by fatigue 
and going without food. In a word, 
the prevention of pneumonia is now- 
much clearer than it was. Like all 
other infectious diseases, instead of 
being a more or less inevitable dis- 
pensation it has come to be recog- 
nized as due to certain definite fac- 
tors which can be greatly lessened by 
public and Individual hygienic regula

Panama qnal 



Announcements 



Colon. C. Z. — I am going to take rou 
through the completed Panama canal 
on the flrat vessel to pass acroaa the 
Isthmus from the Atlantic ocean to 
the Pacific. True, the canal Is not yet 
completed, and will not be for a year 
or bo, but that shall not prevent our 
making the trip now — on paper. 

Let us imagine ourselves, then, on 
an ocean liner approaching the Atlan- 
tic or northern entrance of the great 
canal, prepared to enjoy this initial 
trip and to wonder at the sights in 
store for us. In that word "northern" 
lies the first surprise for mnny of the 
passengers who did not know that 
the canal runs not from east to west, 
but from northwest to southeast. This 
teeming anomaly is due to the fact 
that the iBthmus of Pannma here 
trends almost cr.st and west. 

It is still early morning when a 
watchful passenger shouts "Land," 
and all who are up rush to the port 
rail to gate upon the hilly, Jungly 
roast of the isthmus between Porto 
Bello and Colon. As the steamship 
plows swiftly through the waters as 
blue as ever were those of the Medi- 
terranean a cheer goes up from the 
deck, for we have caught a glimpse or 
the Stars and Stripes fluttering above 
a fringe of cocoanut palms. That 
marks the location of one of the big 
forts built to protect the canal in time 
of war and is on Margarita island, 
virtually a pan of the mainland. 
Colon, flat and unpicturesque, now 
comes into view, and directly ahead 
of us an Immense breakwater 
-etretches a mile out from the shore 
on the right. At its land end, on 
Joro point, Is another fort whose 
great guns are masked by the tropical 
foliage. 

Now we have -virtually entered the 
canal, for the 500-foot channel extends 
far out from the shore line. At re- 
duced speed we enter Colon harbor 
and the Bay of Limon and steam past 
the pretentious Washington hotel, Un- 
cle Sam, proprietor; the docks of 
Colon, crowded with shipping from 
the United States, Europe and many 
a port of Latin America, and the 
American town of Cristobal on whose 
water front stands the statue of Co- 
lumbus sent over long years ago by 
the Empress Eugenie. Skipping about 
the bay, looking like long, black water 
beetles, are the cayukas or native dug- 
outs, and moving lazily before the sea 
breeze are the little sailing craft in 
which the queer San Bias Indians are 
bringing their products to market 

Four miles and a half we steam 
through Llmon bay and the shores 
narrow In on our 500-foot channel, 
Btill at tide level. Now look ahead 
three miles and get a glimpse of the 
Gatun locks, that tremendous flight of 
three water steps up which we are to 
be lifted. In a few minutes we reach 
the towering dividing wall of concrete, 
our own power is shut off and the 
electric locomotives on the lock walls 
take us in tow. Four of these power- 
ful machines attach their hawsers to 
our ship, two In front to pull it and two 
astern to keep it steady and to bring 
it to a atop when entirely within the 
lock chamber. The immense gates 
close silently behind us and at once 
the water begins to flow into the 
chamber through culverts that have 
their openings in the concrete floor. 
Slowly the vessel rises until It Is on 
a level with the second chamber, 
28 1-3 feet above sea level, when the 
gate ahead 1b opened and the electric 
mules move forward, this time up a 
heavy grade by means of the center 
racks in the tracks. Twice this opera 
tion Is repeated, and now we are at 
the summit, 86 feet above the sea. 
The last gate opens and the locomo- 
tives pull us Into Gatun lake. 

As our propellers begin to turn 
again and we steam out into this im- 
mense artificial lake, a marvelously 
beautiful landscape is spread before 
us. The surface of the lake la dotted 
with Islets, once the summits of Tiger 
hill. Lion hill and a dozen other emi- 
nences; on both sides are steep pro- 
montories, lovely little peninsulas and 
deep bays and inlets where the water 
has spread Into the ouce Jungle-tilled 
valleys. 

Before we get too far from the 
locks, let us step to the starboard rail 
and have a look at the Gatun dam, 
enormous stretch of rock, sand and 
clay that has formed Qatun lake by 
impounding the waters of the Chagres 
river. It Is in reality a low ridge, oue 
and a half miles long, built across the 
valley, and when we are told that it 
la uearly half a mile wide at Its base, 
400 feet wide at the water surface and 
100 feet wide at its crest, which is 
twenty feet above the level of the 
lake, how utterly ridiculous seem the 
fears of those alarmists who predicted 
the dam would be pushed over by the 
la time of flood! 



Nearly In the center of the dam we 
can see the famous spillway through 
which pass the surplus waters of the 
Chagres. It Is a concrete lined chan- 
nel 285 feet wide cut through a hill 
of rock and across it Is built a curved 
dam of concrete on top of which Js a 
row of regulating gates. Just below 
the spillway, out of our sight, is the 
hydroelectric station which supplies 
power for the operation of the entire 
canal and the lighting of the whole 
zone. 

Our channel through the lake — for 
wo still must follow a path indicated 
by range towers on the shores — is 
now a thousand feet wide and leads 
us somewhat tortuously through a 
maze of Islands. Look down as we 
near some of them and you will see 
below the surface the tops of giant 
trees. For we are sailing over what 
but a few months ago was the valley 
of the Chagres, dense with tropic 
vegetation and dotted with native vil- 
lages Burrounded by banana and co- 
coanut plantations. Close to the 
shores the stoutest of the trees still 
stretch their naked, dead limbs above 
the water, but before long these, too, 
will have rotted and fallen, leaving 
the luxuriant landscape unmarred. 

Pissing over the sites of Bohlo, 
Frljoles and Chagreslto, we now come 
to the place where Tabernilla once 
stood, ami here both lake and channel 
narrow down, the latter being first 
800. then 700 and finally 500 feet wide. 
On the hillsides to the right stand a 
few abandoned houses, all that re- 
mains of Mamei, Juan Grande, Gor- 
gona and Matachin, busy places while 
the canal was building, now covered 
by the spreading waters. Along the 
left shore of the channel runs the re- 
located Panama railway and here ai 
Gamboa it crosses the Chagres river, 
which our vessel now leaves to enter 
the tgr famed Culebra cut. This great 
gash through the spine of the conti- 
nent Is 300 feot wide at the bottom, 
but, because of the tremendous earth 
slides which cost Uncle Sam so much 
money and time, Its width at tho top 
is astonishing, being half a mile Just 
here opposite the town of Culebra. 
Beyond, on our left, towers Gold bill. 
495 feet above the bottom of the ca- 
nal. Far up on its rocky slope we dis- 
cern a streak of white paint which 
marks the level to which the French 
company carried its excavations. 
Nearly opposite is Contractor's bill. 
364 feet high. As we move between 
these, the loftiest hills along the 
route, and pass the location of that 
notorious "cockroach," the Cucaracha 
slide, the Pedro Miguel lock stands 
before us, white in the noonday sun. 
This, a single flight lock, is 30 feet 
high, the highest on the canal. Again 
we are taken in tow by electric mules 
and In less than half an hour we have 
been lowered those 30 feet and steam 
Into another artificial body of water, 
Mlraflores lake, only a mile long. At 
its southern end we pass the town of 
Mlraflores and enter the locks of the 
same name, a double flight that lets 
us down once more to sea level. 

The exciting part of the passage la 
over, but there is yet much of Interest 
to see. Down the broad channel we 
look clear out onto the glittering 
waters of the Paciflc ocean. Nearer 
at hand, on the left, Ancon hill raises 
Its verdure clad summit, and clustered 
on its slopes we see the many struc- 
tures of the big hospital, the new 
administration buildings of the canal 
an<< the barracks of the marines. And 
now, steaming between tilled in swamp 
lands, we come to Balboa, which the 
government has made into a fine naval 
station, with an Immense dry dock 
and extensive machine shops. 

Stretching out from Balboa Into the 
Pacific Is a breakwater, two miles 
long, which protects the harbor from 
storms. At Its outer end is a cluster 
of little islands. Naos. Perlco, Culebra 
and Flamenco, and here we paaa 
uuder the powerful guns thai guard 
the Paciflc end of the canal. They 
are mounted high up on the summits 
of these rock Islets, rifled cannon, one 
shut from which would sink a battle- 
ship, and huge mortars whose shells 
cau be dropped behind Tobago island 
IS mllea away In the direction ot 
Japan. 

In ten hours we have crossed 
through the continent and now float 
on the broad Paciflc. As w# look 
back the picturesque city of Panama 
lies bathed In the light of the wester- 
ing sun and on the side of Ancon hill 
shines the big white Ti>oli hotel. The 
sudden night of the tropics is soon to 
fall, and already, as far back as we 
can see along our route and beside the 
ocean channel, are twinkling the 
lights that Uncle Sam has set up to 
guide the world's commerce through 
this most wouderful of canals which
